Divine  love 
is  measured  by  the  quality  of  the 
heart  that  loves  and  not  by  tbo 
object  to  which  it  is  addressed. 
That  is  what  differentiates  Chris- 
tian love  from  mere  human  love. 
God  loved  man  not  in  proportion 
to  the  lovableness  in  man,  bat  in 
proportion  to  the  capacity  of  God 
to  love. 

Following  the  divine  as  a pat- 
tern, it  is  right  for  us  to  distin- 
guish between  the  unlovable  deeds 
aud  traits  we  find  in  the  brethren, 
and  the  essential  likeness  to  Christ 
which  in  them  lies  hack  of  these 
okjecttohable  qualities.  We  are 
not  asked  to  love  their  faults  and 
failings.  Josus  does  not  do  that 
nor  ask  us  to  do  that.  But  He 
does  most  surely  require  of  us  that 
we  shall  oount  these  brethren  as 
consisting  of  something  more  than_ 
the  objectionable  characteristics 
we  see,  and  that  we  shall  see  deep- 
er down  in  their  natures  the  image 
of  our  Saviour  and  the  possibilities 
of  their  ultimate  loveliness  under 
His  redeeming  power.  It  is  im- 
possible to  learn  how  to  love  the 
brethren  by  special  effort.  We 
will  not  come  to  the  full  exercise 
of  this  duty  by  taking  up  God’s 
people  one  by  one  and  teaching 
our  hearts  to  love  them  in  this 
slow  and  piecemeal  fashion.  First 
of  all,  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  love 
the  Master  Himself,  who  embodies 
for  us  all  the  possibilities  of  hu- 
manity.

Paul 
says  to  one  churoh  and  to  all 
churches,  “Now  we  command  you 
brethren  |n  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Chrjst  that  ye  withdraw  your- 
selves frpm  every  brother  that 
walketh  disorderly  and  not  after 
lhe  traditions  which  ye  received  of 
u*.”  Thin  is  plain  language.

The  Rennaisance, 
the  Reformation,  the  Englinb, 
French  and  American  Revolutions 
have  more  of  interest  to  the  stu- 
dent of  political  philosophy  than 
the  personalities  of  the  brilliant 
Petrarch,  the  intrepid  Luther,  the 
God-fearing  Cromwell,  the  mete- 
oric Napoleon  and  the  matchless 
Washington — although  to  the  hero- 1 
worshipper,  these  names  in  thiem- 1 
selves  are  incentives  to  noble  deeds 
and  heroic  sacrifices.
